We reproduce from the Times 
of May, 1884, a sketch of the de- 
ceased, written by Mr. W. G. Cooper, 
then city editor of this paper, and 
entitled "An Hour in Greenlawn," 
which so completely coveis the life of 
he deceased that there is bub little 
additional to say:

"John McNeal, the 
well-known 


sexton of Greenlawn, is a remarkable 
man, whose life has been indeed a 
checkered one.

lord rolling mill. 
His last work as" a 


collier was at Buffalo Furnace, Ky. 
From there he removed to North- 
western Illinois, bub he tired of that 
state after three years, removed to 
this city, purchased lots and erected 
two houses on Mill street, just above 
"hillicothe, which he sold to advan- 
tage and went to Gallia Furnace 
where for two years he was second, 
or under manager.

one year as manager of Bnone Furn- 
ace, Ky., then for three years had 
charge of Gallia Furnace sation, and 
when Harrison Furnace assignee!
